NEW BRITISH STAMPS. 


The Head of the King, Without « (rown, 
Will Figere on Them—M. Emile 
Fachs the Designer. 


According to recent arrangements 
some of the new Lritish postage 
stamps will be issued early in the 
New Year., The original intention 
was to put them on sale at the prin- 
cipal postofiices on the King’s birth- 
day. This, however, was found to 
be impossible, a sufficient number of 
sheets not being ready at the time 
The designs of the new stamps have 
been prepared by Mr. Emile Fuchs, a 
sculptor, some of whose work was 
exhibited at last year’s Academy. As 
with the Victorian stamps, the head 
of the Sovereign will figure on each 
stamp. Merely the head of the King 
*s shown, and he has been drawn 
barebeaded without the crown. This 
is a departure from the accepted cus- 
tom when ‘er late Majesty was on 
the throne, Queen Victoria always 
being portrayed as wearing a small 
crown or diadem. King Edward's 
choice, however, is im accordance 


Kings and Emperors, though the 
young Queen of Holland follows the 
example of Queen Victoria. The de 
sign of the stamps has undergone 
changes also in matters of detail, 
and it has been decided to abandon 
some of the colors formerly in use. 
The halfpenny stamps will be green, 
as hitherto, but the design that Mr 
Emile Fuchs has prepared is of a 
more elaborate character than that 
with which the public is familiar, 
and the effect is to give the stamp 
the appearance of being in a green 
of a deeper shade In the penny 
stamp the existing mauve color will 
no longer be used. Its place will be 
taken by stamps of a dull crimson, 
a color which has been found by ex- 
periment to be the most suitable for 
the purposes for which it is required 
It is in contemplation, in fact, to 
use the color for. other stamps of 
higher value, the price being plainly 
indicated in figures to prevent con- 
fusion. But this is a matter that is 
understood to be still under consid- 
eration .

OUR GRANDMOTHERS 


WHEN V/OMEN WORE “STAYS” AND 
TOOK NO EXERCISE 


Thousands Who Went Out Only to 
Attend Religious Services—A Nad- 
feal Who Recommended the Skip- 
ping Rope. 


In looking over a file of old Connecti 
cut newspapers I came across the follow- 
ing excerpt from an English treatise ca 
“Diet and Regimen” that warmed the 
cockles of my heart: 

“The skipping rope, a toy which is dis- 
carded by the young girl when entering a 
premature womanhood, but which ought 
to be looked upon as a necessary article 
in every boudoir or a private room occa- 
pied by a woman of civilized life and civ- 
ilized habits, is one of the best if not the 
very best kind of gyummastic exercise that 
I know. It exercises almost every muscle 
in the body. There are few women who 
do not negiect exercise. Thousands upon 
thousands of English women never cross 
thresholds of their houses oftener 
than once a week, and then i: is to attend 
to the public worship of their Maker. 
And it is seldom that in town the dis- 
nce to the church or chapel is such as 
to occupy more than ten minutes‘'in going 
thither.” 

It may be presumed that this extract is 
intended to draw the attention of Ameri- 
can women vot only to their neglect of 
physical exercise, but also to the superi- 
ority of the skipping rope as an imple 
ment to assist in stirring their sluggish 
circulation. 

From the lips of an old lady who was 
in her early girlhood at the time this 
treatise was written (1855) I obtained the 
following graphic description of one arti; 
ele of dress worn by women in every sta- 
tion of life at that period: 

“I was a vigorous, romping girl of thir- 
teen, who hated restraint of eny kind, 
above all that of dress, and was common- 
ly in disgrace because of my careless bab- 
its in regard to clothes. However, my 
older sister, Martha, was determined to 
bind me into a proper shape with ‘stays.’ 

“One Sunday, in spite of protestations, 
I was laced into that cruel instrument of 
torture and started on a two mile walk to 
‘meeting.’ Did you ever see a pair of 
stays?" 

From a drawer in a mahogany chest 
the old lady drew out a pair of old fash- 
joned corsets beautifully made out of a 
kind of buckram, covered with fine white 
linen. Small gussets were set in the 
front, and it way stitched between the 
materials, The opening was in the back, 
where ivory or horn eyelets were provid- 
ed for the lacings. The front was re-en- 
forced with a sort of pocket two inches 
wide, open at the top for the insertion of 
the “busk” or “board,” which was liter- 
ally a piece of thin board, a “straight 
front” such as we never dreamed of. The 
stays measured sixteen inches around the 
waist. 

“Such agony as I endured before that 
long morning service was over!” contin- 
ued my old friend as she carefully replac- 
ed the stays. “Noon came at last, bow- 
ever, and when I went out to eat my 
cookies I rushed bebind the mecting 
house, jerked out that board and, after 
breaking it in two, threw it away. I was 
soundly whipped for doing !t, but children 
in those days expected whippings, 

“When I was fifteen or sixteen years 
old, my sister and I used to help each 
other lace our stays on Sunday, and we 
did not take them off antil the next Sat- 
urday night.” 

An exarvination of the fashion books of 
thit period confirms this story of tight 
lacing. The imagination conjures a com- 
ical spectacle when it pictures those tor- 
tured matrons, with their wasp waists, 
tiny caps with flowers “drooping in the 
neck" and voluminuos skirts “gauged 
with one or two rows half an inch apart 
with care that they hang evenly and 
well,” solemnly skipping the rope in the 
privacy of their boudoirs. 

The prevalence of recipes for lotions 
and pastes for the complexion and the 


' 


universal use of paints and powders leads | 
to the conclusion that there were defects | 
to be covered that might have been re- | 


moved by the use of the skipping rope or 
other exercise assisted by the lavish use 
of soap and water. 

The girl or woman of this generation, 
moving about with the glorious freed 
made possible by the short skirts, | 
waist aud stout is as 
physically from the woman of prec 
gencrations as the bird that enjoys the 
full freedom of the heavens is different 
from the one that is caged and whose 
wings are clipped. 

The ten mivute walk taken once a week 
in “prunella shoes” has lengthened to a 
ten mile walk taken in shoes her brother 
might wear. The skipping rope wielded in 
the privacy of her boudoir has been re- 
placed by the golf stick wielded in the 
open air, The sixteen inch waist has ex- 
panded to twenty-five inches. It is within 
the power of this fine creature to over 
come her inheritance of weak nerves and 
the tendency to hysteria, the natural re- 
volt of nature against tight lacing, thin 
shoes and lack of physical culture. It is 
also within her power if she will evltivate 
repose as assiduously as she cultivates 
out of door exercise to eliminate “nerves” 
and “hysteria” from her vocabulary, and 
the children of future generati 
search with curiosity for the
